Last 
year the crops failed, owing to the severe 
frosts. 
N evada, March 9th.—Quite a heavy snow­ 
storm prevailed here during the early part of 
this morning, an! continues to fall at inter­ 
vals. The weather Í3 very cold, and the in­ 
dications are that we shall have plenty more. 
This is the first fall of snow that we have had 
sinc9 the 3d of December. About six inches 
covers the ground. 
S aliv as, March 9th—Over an inch of rain 
fell here within the last 24 hours, making a 
total of 12.81 inches for the season. In Gon­ 
zales .78 of an inch fell up to 11 A. M. to-day, 
and it is still raining. 
M erced, March 9th.—A heavy rain, ac­ 
companied with hail, fell throughout this sec­ 
tion of the valley last right and this morning. 
The snow lies upon the foothills of the Sierra 
Nevada range almost down to the edge of the 
valley, and the tops of the higher peaks of 
the coast range are also covered with snow. 
H an fo rd , March 9th.— Yesterday was 
cloudy ami threatening, and though the 
early part of the night was clear, a heavy 
rain fell betweeu 3 anil 6 A M., amounting to 
.76 of an inch. Total for the season, 11.41 
inches. 
H a n fo rd , March 9th.—Farmers welcome 
the rain of the present storm, which fell 
heavily between midnight and daylight this 
morning, with showers at intervals this after­ 
noon. Total for this storm, .79 of an inch ; 
for the season, 11 44 inches. The weather is 
still cloudy and threatening. 
San Luis Obispo, March 9th.—Sixty-nine 
hundredths of an inch of rain fell last night, 
making a total for the season of 18.87 inches. 
This rain is plentiful for the present, bnt was 
much needed, as the recent north winds had 
baked the Burface, to the injury of the grow­ 
ing grain. A large acreage has been planted 
in the last month. 
San Buenaventura, March 9th.—The 
glorious rain still continues, an inch of rain 
having fallen since yesterday noon.

for 
his 
reform 
predelictions. 
The 
N ational Republican, however, seems to 
have Bhowed very 
little 
judgm ent in 
threatening the Postm aster-G eneral a sit has 
done. 
I t is reported as telling him th a t 
“ it w ill not do for him to 
set 
up 
“ as 
a 
reform er, 
or 
to 
do 
anything 
“ th a t 
m ay cast 
reflections 
upon 
the 
“ adm inistration of his predecessor.” A nd 
it tells him th a t “ any im putation upon 
“ th e business m ethods 
or honesty of 
“ those who had recent control of the 
“ Postoffice will be disastrous to his best 
“ interests and detrim ental to those of his 
“ p a rty .” 
This is a kind of menace w hich 
no man of spirit can p u t up w ith, since it 
im plies th a t som ething discreditable to him 
w ill be disclosed if he does not keep his 
hands off.

So far as there can be said to have been 
any p arty m eaning in th e lato election, it 
was a rebuke adm inistered by th e m ajor­ 
ity of th e Republicans to th eir own com­ 
m ittee. and to th e candidates who had 
undertaken to secure nom inations w ithout 
consulting the party. 
No R epublican who 
voted for M r. Brow n feels th a t he has in 
any way severed his p arty affiliations. 
T here has been no breaking up of the 
p arty . 
T he R epublicans of Sacram ento 
have sim ply revolted against m achine and 
ring rule, and show n th eir determ ination 
not to subm it to any fu rth er impositions 
of th a t kind. 
B ut th e party aspect of the 
election is m erely one of its aspects. A fter 
Mr. G reen had been nom inated his friends 
undertook to m ake a square issue on the 
questions of taxation and debris. 
They 
placarded the city w ith circulars declaring 
him the exponent of “ anti-debris and low 
“ taxes.” 
A t a m eeting held on M onday 
night one of the speakers w ent so far as to 
assert th a t if M r. G reen was elected the 
debris question w ould be settled in six 
m onths by stopping hydraulic m ining. The 
Bee state d th a t th e great issue was “ one 
“ per cent, versus tw o per cent.” 
A nd th e 
people, having these issues so th ru st upon 
them , accepted and passed judgm ent upon 


them . 
They saw th a t |M r. G reen’s candidacy 
had been made th e rallying point for those 
who favor repudiation of th e m unicipal 
obligations under various disguises and 
shams ; for those who have been attem p t­ 
ing to com m it th e city to an expensive liti­ 
gation w ith th e hydraulic m iners, to the 
end th a t attorneys’ fee3 m ight be p le n tifu l; 
for those who sought to entrap the com­ 
m unity into indorsing an impossible and 
ruinous scheme of ta x a tio n ; and they 
acted upon w hat they saw. 
The course of 
th e C ity C om m ittee in postponing the 
nom inating Convention to the eve of elec­ 
tion had left scarcely any tim e for discus­ 
sion of th e issues presented. 
N o doubt 
this postponem ent was a part of the plot to 
force particular candidates upon the peo­ 
ple. 
B ut it failed. 
T ue people had re­ 
flected on th e debt and debris questions 
previously. 
They had no sym pathy w ith 
repudiation, and th ey did not believe th at 
th e debris question could be settled by 
putting th e city in th e hands of the law ­ 
yers. 
So they voted down the repudiation 
and th e anti-debris propositions together 
w ith 
th e 
“ m achine ” 
usurpation pro­ 
gramme, and there can be no question th at 
they accom plished an excellent day’s work. 
The fight is over and won. 
The bad ad­ 
vice has been rejected, the illegitim ate 
schemes have been defeated. 
F or th is we 
should all be thankful. 
T he Republican 
p arty of Sacram ento has not been damaged 
in th e least, nor has th e allegiance of its 
m em bers to principles been shaken. 
They 
will not accept m achine rule as a substi­ 
tu te for principle. 
T h at is all they have 
declared. 
For the rest, a good city gov­ 
ernm ent has been secured. 
Nobody has 
any doubt on th a t point. T he peopR have pro­ 
nounced in favor of an honorable, straig h t­ 
forward, m anly course in regard to their 
obligations, and in favor of a broad and 
vigorous policy on the debris question. 
The D em ocrats have been surprised into 
doing a good action for once, and taking it 
all round we cannot psreeive th a t anybody 
has cause for dissatisfaction or regret, if 
we except the few who undertook to do 
w hat th ey had no right to do, and were 
very properly and fortunately baffled in 
their attem pt.

Y e t th e com pleti n of th is Southern P a­ 
cific R ailroad is certainly destined to pro­ 
duce 
th e 
m ost 
im portant 
commercial 
resu lts, and it m ay revolutionize trade on 
th e 
Pacific 
coast. 
The 
presum ption 
is th a t it wiil relieve th e farm ers of Cali­ 
fornia from th a heavy im post th ey have 
paid so m any years to th e grain fleet, and 
th a t it w ill increase th eir independence by 
enabling them to hold th eir crops, since 
th e y w ill henceforth be brought w ithin 
th irty days of an E uropean m arket. 
T his 
benefit the new rente appears certain to 
confer upon out' grain grow ers, and it will 
also build np th e territories through which 
it passes, and th u s bring a large increase 
of commerce to California, ai well a3 an 
increase of travel and settlem ent. 
W e 
cannot have too m any railroads connecting 
us w ith th e E ast, for th e welfare of the 
State, and th e more business all of them 
do th e b e tter it m ust be for th e general 


public.

plied to the Land League, moreover, the 
proposition w ould be a fatal one, for it 
happens th a t the people who in Ireland are 
ju st now dem anding “ th e three F s ” are 
not the mass of th e Irish people, b u t a m i­ 
nority of land tenants, beneath whom lie 
th e 
great body of 
landless 
laborers. 
Now if 
these tenants are 
en titled to 
w rest 
th e 
land 
from 
th e 
landlords, 
it 
follows 
th a t 
th e laboring 
class 
are 
equally 
entitled 
to

it 
from 
them ; 
b u t 
it 
is 
very 
certain 
th at th ey do not subscribe to th a t logical 
view, for if they did th ey w ould never 
have entered upon th¡3 agitation. 
If 
how ever th e “ ren t is robbery ” program m e 
is to be applied in Am erica, it is tim e the 
A m ericans began to exam ine it-for them ­ 
selves. 
If ren t is robbery, then nobody, 
not even th e .State, can have any title to 
real estate or im provem ents, for it would 
be ju st as m uch robbery for the G overn­ 
m ent to dem and rent, as for an individual. 
If rent is robbery it follows th a t it is 
dishonest to build homes, or th a t capital 
so invested ceases thenceforth to be the 
property of th e investors. 
T his som ewhat 
resem bles M r. Je re Black’s singular theo­ 
ries about railroad investm ents, though we 
doubt if even he would be w illing to in­ 
dorse this latest expansion of his doctrines. 
I t is to be regretted th a t Am erican public 
men should be so ready to lend th e sanction 
of th eir names to m eetings a t w hich such 
outrageous and subversive propositions are 
ventilated, the more especially since there 
is now an evident intention to transfer the 
Land League contest to this continent.

RANK COMMUNISM. 


A m ass m eeting of th e Irish-A m erican 
Land and Ind u strial League was held in 
B rooklyn, N . Y ., th e other night, for the 
purpose of expressing sym pathy w ith the 
Land League of Ireland. 
A circular was 
d istributed among the audience to this 
effect: 
“ Spread the lig h t! 
W h at is 
“ good for Ireland is good for America. 
“ R ent is robbery ; landlordism is despot- 
“ is m ; dow n w ith both of them . 
Ju st 
“ ren t m ust not am ount to m ore th an taxes 
“ and repairs will cost.” 
Now, however 
indifferent th e Am erican people may be to 
the propositions of th e Irish Land League, 
they cannot m aintain th eir indifference if 
it is seriously proposed to transfer the 
Laud League contest to th e U nited States. 
The proposition th a t “ w hat is good for 
“ Ireland is good for A m erica ” is a bold 
one, b u t it m ay also prove a rash one. 
For if th e question is opened in this coun­ 
try it will be necessary to begin by inquir­ 
ing w hether as a m atter of fact the pro­ 
gramm e advanced is good for Ireland, or 
for any country under ¿he sun. 
The alle­ 
gation th a t “ ren t is robbery ” is naked 
communism, to commence with. 
I t is 
equivalent to the allegation th a t property 
is robbery. 
T he allegation th a t “ land- 
“ lordism is desp o tism ” is equivalent to 
th e allegation th a t th e ow nership of houses 
is despotism ; and of comae this prop­ 
osition 
m ight 
be 
extended so 
as 
to 
cover every form of property. 
R ent is 
not robbery, b u t taking land under an 
agreement to pay rent, and then refusing

EXTINCTION OF AMLF.ICAN

A t th e annual m eeting of th e Chicago 
Lum berm en’s 
Exchange, 
th e P resident 
stated in his address th a t owing to the 
enormous grow th of th e lum ber business it 
will take only tw en ty years to exhaust the 
great pine forests of th e country, if the 
present rate of depletion continues. 
This 
is a startlin g and a suggestive statem ent. 
I t is not altogether a new danger th a t it 
confronts us w ith, for public attention has 
been called to the eubject more or less earn­ 
estly during th e past ten years. 
Congress 
has gone so far as to appoint a Commissioner 
of F orestry, whose reports have sim ply con­ 
firmed all previous apprehensions in this 
connection ; 
b u t no practical m easures 
have been adopted to check th e rapid de­ 
struction of tim ber, or to provide for its 
replacem ent hereafter. 
If, therefore, the 
present rate of destruction w ill bring us to 
the end of our pine forests in tw enty years, 
w hat arc we to do w hen th a t end is 
reached ? 
N othing is more certain than 
th a t we m ust provide for this great d e ­ 
m and in some other way, or suffer the 
penalties of 
our neglect. 
A country de­ 
prived of tim ber m ust substitute some other 
m aterials w herever possible. 
I t m ust build 
w ith brick or stone. 
I t m ust im port lum ­ 
ber. 
I t m ust cease to use wood for fuel. 
I t m ust in fact revolutionize m any im por­ 
ta n t industries, in w hich large capital lias 
been sunk, and it m ust incur heavy losses 
and sufferings before it can reinstate itself. 
On th e o th er hand, if Congress had pres­ 
cience and sagacity enough to follow the 
exam ple of France, it could easily provide 
for the reproduction ot th e greater p art of 
the destroyed forests in tw enty years, and 
then w hen th a t period had elapsed there 
w ould be a fresh supply of lum ber equal at 
least to w hat now rem ains. 
This is the 
only wise and practical course to pursue, 
b u t we regret to say th a t the probability 
of its being pursued by Congress appears 
very sm all. 
So long as men can steal tim ­ 
ber and m ake fortunes out of th e robbery, 
so long w ill they be enabled to pay a lobby 
to resist any statesm anlike effort to pre­ 
serve and replace the now rapidly disap­ 
pearing forests, and so long will protests, 
predictions and rem onstrances on th is sub­ 
ject pass alike futile.

Legatiou on the su b j.cto f the false reports 
sent by the acting British Consul at Phila­ 
delphia in regard to tha prevalence of disease 
among the swine of the W estern State;. The 
Secretary reiterates the statem ent made in 
Evarts’ note of the 7th of March, th at all 
means of information at the recourse of the 
D epartm ent concur in showing th at the lately 
published report is wholly without founda­ 
tion, and sends a Beries of resolutions of the 
M erchants’ Exchange of St. Louis and the 
Chamber of Commerce of Cincinnati ex­ 
plicitly dfenying the reports of disease among 
swine, and showing th at the condition of 
stock in Ohio and Illinois Í3 exceptionally 
healthy. 
The statem ent of M r. Crump in 
regard to the prevalence of disease in Ohio is 
emphatically and fully denied. 
The Secre­ 
tary of State sent also the substance of a 
communication received from the Stcretary 
of the Treasury, concerning 
an explicit 
denial of the report published in England, 
and asking th at the character and Bource of 
information on which Crump’s dispatch was 
based be ascertained. 
In answer to the 
British M inister’s statem ent th at the Consul 
at Philadelphia made his report upon what 
appeared to be good authority, the Secretary 
of State says : All th at this Government can 
learn, after a searching inquiry, lends irresisti­ 
bly to the conclueion that the good faith of her 
M ajesty’s representative at Philadelphia has 
been imposed upon by designing speculators 
to their own selfish interests, and the incal­ 
culable injury to legitimate commerce. 
The 
Secretary further expreff.es his trust th at the 
British M inister will concur with him in the 
opinion th at no steps can be too urgent nr 
imperative to overtake and contradict this 
falte statem ent, and th at this Government 
confidently looks to her M ajesty’s Legation 
for an authoritative denial. 
N ew Y ork, M arch 9th.—The committee 
of the Produce Exchange appointed to con­ 
fer with the British Consul at Philadelphia 
concerniog the official dispatch of acting 
Consul and 
now Vice-Consul Crump, to 
the effect th at 700,000 hogs had died of 
cholera in Illinois, reported to day to the pro­ 
vision trade of the Exchange.

He does r.ot know th at hog cholera has 
always existed, like cholera infantum among 
children. 
H e gives a revolting picture of 
trichina, but withholds the fact that the 
simple process of cooking kills the destructive 
parasites. 
The English Government is urged 
to take action accordingly on this im portant 
m atter.

L in g rak e; are 
used in tilling this m arine farm , and it does 
not take long to fill th e m any dories th at 
aw ait th e lichen, tern from its salty rock- 
bed. 
The husbands and fathers gather the 
moss from th e sea and th e waves and 
daughters prepare it for the m arket. 
Soak 
it in w ater an d .it will m elt away to a jrily. 
Boil it in m ilk end a delicious w hite and 
cream y blanc mange is th e n suit. 
The an ­ 
nual product is from 10 000 to 15,000 bar­ 
rels, and it brings $50,000 into the town, 
which sum is sh :red by 150 families. 
Its 
consum ption in the m anufacture of lager- 
bcer is very large, and the entire beer of 
th e country draw s its supplies from Scituate 
beaches, as the im portation from Ireland 
has alm ost ceased. 


C u r io u s B o o k .— A curious book called 
“ A Talm udic M iscellany,” has been com­ 
piled by H err H ershon, a G erm an scholar, 
and was recently published in London. 
The plan is very peculiar. 
T he author 
had noticed th at num bers play r great part 
in the Talm ud, 
The first chapter of his 
book contains fifty-four select passages in 
which the word “ o n e ” occurs. 
An exam ­ 
ple is “ One pang of remorse a t a m an's 
heart is of more avail than m any stripes 
applied 11 him .”

purpose.”

R esowing fob W heat.—Captain Albert 
Foster, who has just returned from a trip 
to the upper Sacramento, reports that the 
country is looking very fine on the outside of 
the tules. 
There i« considerable land along 
the river, he states, which is already out of 
water, aud upon which good crops can yet he 
raised this season, should we have no further 
extreme high water. Some of the wheat 
fields west of Colusa, which were overflowed 
to the depth of three or four feet during the 
fi od, but fr m which the water soon drained 
(iff, are looking very promising. Work for 
late sowing, even on the recently overflowed 
lands, is being actively pushed forward. Dr. 
Glenn, who bad 8,000 acres of wheat de­ 
stroyed by the flood on Butte Creek, has gone 
on the east side of the Sacramento, crossed 
over the river to this land, a few days since, 
150 head in teams, and a supply of im­ 
plements, with the purpose of resowing 
5,000 acres of this land. 
The acreage of 
wheat, he states, will be very much less in 
the upper valley than last year. 


Attention N eeded.—T here is an un­ 
healthy and loud stench emerging from 
under the walk, through the grating, in 
front of the shooting-gallery, on the south 
side of K street, between Third and Fourth, 
which should receive the immediate attention 
of the person owning the premises, and the 
Health Officer should also see that it is not 
neglected. 
The strength of the unwholesome 
odor indicates that there is not only some­ 
thing dead underneath in that vicinity, but 
that the deceased has reached an exceedingly 
mellow conditiou. 
If it was upon the other 
side of the street, it might be charged to the 
accumulation of “ dead letters” in the Post­ 
office, but that won’t do under the circum­ 
stances. Nor can it be charged to any political 
results at the polls, around the corner, on 
Tuesday. 
The fact is, it’s a square case for 
the Health Officer or Coroner, and will be a 
prolific one for the doctors unless the foul 
nuhanco is promptly abated. 


P olice Court.—T he following cases were 
disposed of in t'.e Police Court yesterday: 
Lizzie Wilcox having been transferred to the 
County Hospital, the charge of common 
drunk against her was dismissed. Charles 
Holden pleaded guilty to the charge of dis­ 
charging firearms within the city limits and 
will appear for judgment to-day. Tom Da­ 
vis was tried for embezzlement, found guilty 
and sentenced to pay a fine of $20 and costs ; 
in default of payment he was sent to the 
County Jail for twenty days to help at the 
spring clearing of the streets. Gus Price 
pleaded guilty to a charge of disturbing t.he 
peace and will receive judgment to-day. The 
case of Baby Huston, for grand larceny, was 
continued until to-day ; that of George W .

BOOK. 


The case of the People vs. C. H. Spear, 
upon information for libel, came up for trial 
in the Superior Court yesterday.

Finally, upou the 
self-evident suggestion of the Court, that a 
juror who did not know any more than to 
thus absent himself in such a manner, would 
be no aid in the case, it was agreed by coun­ 
sel

w ith 
eleven 
jurors, 
the 
law 
stating 
that 
in civil cases and cases of misdemeanor, 
(the present caso coming under the latter 
term), the jury should consist of twelve men, 
or any less number that may be agreed upon 
by counsel. 
This Í3 the case in which John W aggoner 
had the defendant arrested for publishing his 
name in the report, or “ Black Book, 
fur­ 
nished members of the Retail Dealers Pro­ 
tective Union, which Í3 intended to furnish 
members of the Union with a list of such as 
are slow, poor, bad pay, etc.. The informa­ 
tion upon which Spear is being tried alleges 
that he published in said book the name of 
the prosecuting witness with the letter l*D ■’ 
against the name, “ thereby meaning th it the 
said John Waggoner was not then and there 
honest, and meaning to impeach the reputa­ 
tion of the said John Waggoner for integrity, 
and meaning that the said Jehn Waggoner 
was not thsu and there entitled to credit and 
public confidence with the community in 
which the said John WaggoEer was then and 
there residing, and meaning that said John 
Waggoner would not then aud there pay his 
just debts and liabilities.” 
John Waggoner was the fir.-t witness. He 
testified that he ascertained four «nonti s 
ago that his name had been published in the 
book, and be immediately went after the par­ 
ties who published it. 
He called at their 
office ouee or twice without finding them, 
and finally met Mr. Smith. 
He claimed he 
could tell him nothing about it, and referred 
him to defendant Spear, who was nut tLen at 
the office. 
He called next day and saw 
Spear. Witness asked him what bills he had 
not paid thatshouid cause his name to be pub­ 
lished. He would not then tell the party upon 
whose report as bad pay he bad published, but 
afterwards stated that George Easier reported 
him to the agency. 
Witness toll Spear that 
Easier owed him ; that he (witness) had a 
legal offset against all claims held by Basler 
against him, and he demanded that his name 
be taken out of the black book. Spear said 
he would go aud see Basler about it, and then 
come around and settle it with witness. 
He 
did not come, and witness went to Bee him 
again, when Spear told him “ the name is in 
the book and is going to remain there.” He 
again demanded that his name be taken out 
of the book, and Spear again refused and 
gyrated his fingers from the standpoint of his 
nose at his visitor. 
Witness thereupon went 
t« the police headquarters and procured a 
warrant for his arrest for libel. 
Peter Newman, proprietor of the Philadel­ 
phia House, testified that he is a subscriber 
for the report or book furnished by the Re­ 
tail Dealers’ Protective Union. 
Tne sum of 
$1 per mouth is paid for it, and in addition 
to the book at first furnished an additional or 
supplemental report is furnished and pasted 
in each month. He identified one of the 
books as being the same that was furnished to 
him as a member of the association by the 
defendant. 
Richard Dierron testified that he was a 
member of the Protective Uaion ; that he 
was furnished the monthly reports by Mr. 
Spear. 
He subscribed for it, but has not 
Jaken it for a few months past. He took it 
with a view to learning the standing of per­ 
sons financially. 
The prosecution then offered a ccpy of the 
boe.k in evidence, in which appeared the 
prosecuting witness’s name. 
He also called 
attention to the key in the back side of the 
book which showed the letter “ D ” placed 
against the same to mean “ bad pay.” 
The defendant’s counsel here raised the 
point that the information upon which their 
client was on trial does not Etate that the 
letter “ D ” meant the prosecuting \vitnes3 is 
“ bad pay ” or otherwl-e bad, and therefore 
the defendant should be discharged. The 
question was argued by counsel, and the Court 
then, at 5:15 p. M. adjourned until half-past 
9 o’clock this morning, when a decision will 
be given upon this point. 


B o a rd o f S u p e rv iso rs —The Board of 
Supervisors resumed its session at 10 A. M. 
yesterday, all the members preseDt. 
The 
minutes of the last meeting were read and 
approved. Mr. Christy offered the follow­ 
ing resolutions, which were, upon motion, 
adopted: 
“ Resolved, That all the Deputy 
Assessors for the year 1881, appointed by J. 
W. Houston, chief Assessor iu and for the 
county of Sacramento, State of California, do 
receive the sum of $5 per day for each and 
every legal day in each month employed at 
assessing iu hii district; and be it further 
Resolved, That each Deputy Assessor of said 
Sacramento county shall go before some per­ 
son in the said county of Sacramento author­ 
ized by law to administer oaths, and make 
affidavit that he has been duly employed at 
assessing in his district the number of days 
set forth in his demand.” Mr. Beckley re­ 
ported that in accordance with the instruc­ 
tions of the Board he had entered inte a con­ 
tract with Dr. G. A. White as County 
Physician for the ensuing two years at the 
same rate ($3,000 per annum) paid his prede­ 
cessor. 
The contract was approved. The 
Board then, upon motion of Mr. Wilson, 
proceeded to the election of a Dispensary 
Physician in place of Dr. W. H. Baldwin, 
whose term of office will expire on the 1st 
proximo. 
Dr. Baldwin was renominated, 
and upon a ballot being taken received the 
unanimous vote of the Board. On motion, 
the President of the Board was directed to 
enter into a contract with Dr. Baldwin for 
the performance of the duties of said officer 
for two years, commencing April 1, 1881. 
The Board then adjourned until 10 o’clock 
this morning.

Y o lo B r id g e .—The repairs to the draw in 
the Yolo bridge were completed, and the 
draw again closed, so that teams and persons 
can now pass over it as usual. It has not yet 
been decided in reference to the reconstruc­ 
tion of the railroad through the tules west of 
Washington, as to the time the work will be 
done, but probably within a few weeks. The 
work in making the necessary repairs to this 
portion of the road will be quite extensive, as 
it is probable the track will be raised consid­ 
erably from its former grade, and there are 
several thousand feet of trestlework to be put 
in to give the necessary amount of discharge 
capacity for the overflow waters that seem 
almost certain to pass over that section.

“ I want a dozen,” screamed the old 
woman. “ aud here is only tw elve.” 
“ Yell, den, and vhat de duyvel is dwalf 
but a dozen ?” said the baker. 
“ I tell you I w ant one more !” she 
shrieked. 
“ Veil, den.” said he, “ you may co to 
de duyvel und get anoder ; you von’t get 
it here.” 
From this time on our baker's wife and 
himself were made miserable. Their money 
and cookies were taken away by invisible 
hands ; their bread tith er rose out of their 
sight or sank into the earth ; their famous 
brick oven was torn down, and poor Baas 
pelted with his own bricks ; M aritje be­ 
came deaf ; Baas was black and blue from 
head to foot ; and such life as he led was 
purgatory. 
Thrice the 
peared, and thrice was 
duyvel.” 
And at last, in his agony, Baas be­ 
thought himself of St. Nicholaus, who ad­ 
vised him on hearing of his trouble?, when 
he counted a dozen to cuunt thirteen. 
“ Py St. Johannes de Dooper, but St. 
Nicholaus is a great plockhcad !” thought 
Baas : and while be was thus thinking, St. 
Nick had vanished, and in his stead was 
the old woman. 
She repeated her demand 
for “ one more,” and Ba&s, remembering 
St. Nicholans, acceded to her demand, 
when she exclaimed, “ The spell is broken, 
and henceforward a dozen is thirteen, and 
thirteen is a dozen.” 
And taking a cooky with an effigy of the 
good saint on it, she made Baas swear th at 
ever afterward twelve should be thirteen, 
as a type of thirteen mighty States th at 
should arise out of the ru iE s of the Gov­ 
ernment of Vadcilandt.

A few days since Mr. Itamsey, living on 
the Nipomo ranch, San Luis Obispo county, 
was leading a cow with a lasso, when a 
full-grown deer jumped up nearby. 
Mr. 
Ramsey removed the lasso from the cow 
and gave chase, threw the lasso on the deer 
and brought him down and killed him. 
Near Buena Vista, Col., March 1st, 
Messrs. Van VVetering and O’Connor, civil 
engineers, while surveying the William 
Penn lode, on Sheep Mountain, were car­ 
ried a thousand feet down the mountain 
by a snowslide and narrowly escaped in­ 
stant death. 
O’Connor’s leg was broken. 
Some enterprising citizens of Olympia, 
W . T., are about forming a company to 
purchase aD artesian well-boring niichine, 
the object being to find out whether there 
is salt, oil or coal in paying quantities. 
This enterprise has been thought of for 
some time, and the cost of machinery will 
not exceed $1,200. 
The Tulalip Agency, W. T., consists of 
five reservations, covering an area of eighty - 
tnree square miles, and containing a popu­ 
lation of 2.898 Indians. 
Their instruction 
includes the priuciples of farming and other 
branches of mechanical labor among the 
boys, as well as cooking, washing, sewing 
aud other useful domestic arts among the 
girls. 
The average school attendance dur­ 
ing the year was 102 pupils. 
About 2,400 
of the Tulalip Indians are attached to the 
Roman Catholic religion. 
There are now about 4 )0 persons at As­ 
pen, Col., aud many of them are engaged 
in house-building, there being no less than 
400 houses in course of erection. The saw­ 
mills have orders on hand sufficient to em­ 
ploy them until July 1st at $50 psr hun­ 
dred. 
Among other enterprises which are 
soon to take shape are a bank, a newspaper, 
a theater and two hotels. 
Three smelters 
are reported to be on the road in. 
The dis­ 
tance between Aspen and Leadville" is 75 
miles, but this will he greatly reduced by 
a new' road.

Angels. 
Rich iron ore has been found in Butte 
county. 
IngalU & Bost have struck rich gravel at 
Butte City. 
The Empire mine, Plymouth, is running 
a new tunnel. 
Many new claims have been located in 
E l Dorado county. 
The Moore’s F lat mints, Nevada county, 
are prospering this season. 
The Lucky Baldwin miuc, Amador coun­ 
ty, has recommenced work. 
Hydraulic claims at Butte Forks and at 
Nimshew are in full blast. 
A ledge of $30 ore has been found near 
Newtown, El Dorado county. 
Portuguese Point miners, Butte county, 
are turning out good prospects. 
Volcano District mines, Amador county, 
yielded $17,000 week before last. 
A Boston company have bought the Min­ 
eral Slide gravel mine, near Dogtown. 
Sutter Creek mines are doing little. The 
Amadcr Company stopped work January 
221. 
The Mahoney mine keeps 40 stamps 
busy. 
There is a copper mine between Coloma 
and Pilot Hill which has a 20-foot vein of 
copper ore, and a gold-bearing vein said to 
be very rich. 
A $16,000 suit has been begun against 
the New York and Boston Mining Com­ 
pany, which has been controlling the El 
Capitan mine, near Nevada City. 
The fine weather has made water plenti­ 
ful in the gulches and ravines, which has 
been good for surface miners. 
The mining 
news from various parts of the coast show 
great activity. 
. 
The Mace & Ham mine, Amador county, 
has yielded 200 tons of $50 rock, and has 
500 tons more in sight. 
The Griesbach 
mine has yielded $40,000. 
Both mines are 
in Pioneer creek. 
The Gold Run Ditch and Mining Com 
pany’s hydraulic mine a t Gold Run, Placer 
county, has a full force of men at work, 
taking advantage of the large supply of 
water now in the ditch. 
A rich discovery has just been made in 
Rattlesnake canyon, near Tybo, Nevada, 
of a ledge of white quartz from three to 
eight feet wide, with assays which give 
from $50 to $1,400 per ton. 
The Bald M ountain extension tunnel is 
now in near 3,200 feet, 200 of which 
pierces fine blue quartz gravel. 
On re­ 
moving boulders irom the bottom, the 
holes instantly fill with water, significant 
of a near approach to bc-drock. 
Sinartsville is one of the liveliest hy­ 
draulic mining camps in the State. 
The 
Excelsior Company are employing 350 men 
in their claims there and about 20 more on 
the company’s ranch, a few miles below. 
The Biue Point mine works about 60 men. 
Very rich gold-bearing quartz is now be­ 
ing taken out daily from the McDonald & 
Mullen claim, Grass Valley, and at present 
ten boxes of the richest kinds of speci­ 
mens have been selected and stored away 
for future crushing. 
Some of the pieces 
are fully one-half gold. 
In mining, as in other industrial pur­ 
suits, experience goes far towards securing 
success without unnecessary outlays. Mill­ 
ions of dollars have been spent in Colorado 
aud in other mining sections on account of 
reduction works which had to be aban­ 
doned as unsuitable for the treatm ent of 
ores. 
The San Juan Times says : The Lone 
Ridge Mining Company completed their 
ditch last week. 
I t is about 775 rods in 
length, with a carrying capacity of from 
500 to 700 inches of water. 
The extreme 
lower end of the ditch is on Thurston’s 
ranch, near Cheroke, and is about 125 feet 
higher than the Milton ditch. 
The cement mill erected in the new Gold 
Run drift mine, Placer county, last fall, is 
grinding up cement pretty rapidly. 
A 
drift has been run into the cement back 
upon the bedrock a distance of about 100 
feet, and has beeD branched out with a 
full breast of over 90 feet. 
The gravel in 
that whole section is spotted—in some 
places very rich. 
The rock which constitutes the great 
gold belt of Homer, Mono county, belongs 
to the gneous or eruptive class, of the 
hornblend or pryroxcne series. 
lu some 
places it closely resembles the propylyte 
of the celebrated Comstock. 
I t is fine­ 
grained diorite, composed of an intimate 
mixture of feldspar aud hornblend, with 
iron pyrites in mechanical composition.
